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In the wake of another fatal 
motorcycle crash, one local 
instructor is suggesting Nova 
Scotia consider a graduated 
permit system, with increased 
training requirements and 
limits on vehicle size. 

“If you look at a motorcycle 
crash on a smaller motorcycle 
... you’ve got less speed in¬ 
volved,” said Ed Snow, motor¬ 
cycle manager at Safety Servi¬ 
ces Nova Scotia. “Your chances 
are much better of coming out 
of it with less injuiy.” 

A 17-year-old Bedford boy 
died Wednesday around 8 
p.m. when his motorcycle 
left Highway 102 near the 
Kearney Lake exit and he was 


thrown from the bike. 

Pohee say the young man 
was rushed to hospital, where 
he died. 

“From the initial investi¬ 
gation ... we believe driver 
inexperience was a factor in 
this accident,” said Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages. “We 
do believe the rider was fairly 
new to motorcycles.” 

It’s the eighth motorcycle 
fatality in Nova Scotia this 
year, two more than the same 
time last year. There have also 
been 12 serious accidents in¬ 
volving motorcycles, accord- 


Snow said getting a motor¬ 
cycle hcence in Nova Scotia 
doesn’t require specialized 
training, leaving most riders 
unprepared for the realities of 
riding on the road. 

“There’s a major learning 
curve and a big challenge to 
learning how to ride a motor¬ 
cycle,” he said. “It’s the bal¬ 
ance of it and operating it 
under speed.” 

RCMP say speed is the con¬ 
tributing factor to most fatal 
accidents, and Snow said lim¬ 
iting the power of the bike 
and giving riders better train¬ 
ing could reduce the potential

Pair will be back next 
month after lawyers 
review evidence

The two young men facing 
child-pomography charges 
arising from the Rehtaeh Par¬ 
sons case will return to Hahfax 
youth court in September. 

The 18-year-olds were ar¬ 
raigned on Thursday morning, 
but their lawyers asked for 
an adjournment, saying they 
need time to review the case. 

“We’ve received nothing 
other than a few bits of disclo¬ 
sure five minutes before we 
stepped into the courtroom,” 
defence attorney Josh Arnold 
told a dozen reporters after 
the brief court appearance. 

Parsons took her ovm life 
in April, after two years of 
bullying over an alleged sex¬ 
ual assault when she was 15. 
Pohce reopened an investiga¬ 
tion of the case shortly after 
her death, citing “new and 
credible information.” 

The two accused were 
arrested on Aug. 8. One is 
charged with creating and dis¬ 
tributing child pornography. 
The other faces two charges 
of distribution. They can’t be 
identified because they were 
minors at the time of the al¬ 
leged offences. 

One, who turned 18 in 
Januaiy, wore a blue-striped 
golf shirt and jeans during his 
appearance, and was accom¬ 
panied by his parents. 

The second, who will be 19 


in September, wore a white 
button-dovm shirt and black 
slacks. His mother watched 
from the galleiy. 

Neither showed any emo¬ 
tion as they stood before the 
judge. 

Parsons’ uncle told repor¬ 
ters afterwards that he isn’t 
satisfied with the charges. 

“1 think they should be 
charged with manslaughter,” 
said Michael Parsons, who 
added he believes the alleged 
child pornography, distribu¬ 
tion and subsequent bullying 


Fair-trial concerns

“caused that much anger with¬ 
in her that she had to take her 
ovm fife.” 

Arnold said intense emo¬ 
tion is to be expected in 
criminal cases, but said he is 
concerned by the scrutiny sur¬ 
rounding his client. 

“ft appears that individuals 
on the Internet and certain 
members of the media con¬ 
ducted their ovm one-sided 
trial in relation to this mat¬ 
ter,” he said. “No one should 
be tried and convicted without 
having ... a fair trial.” 

Arnold said the case would 
likely be heard by a judge 
alone, rather than a judge and 
juiy. Ontario Crovm attorney 
Alexander Smith is handhng 
the prosecution.

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N.S. to release financial update next week 


Will election loom 
behind? NDP must 
send people to polls 
by next year. 


The Nova Scotia government 
will release an update on the 
province’s finances next week, 
which is likely to fuel specu¬ 
lation that the NDP is on the 


verge of caUing an election. 

The government has said it 
would release a fiscal update 
before an election is called. 

In a statement, Economic 
Development Minister Graham 
Steele said the government 
had planned on releasing the 
update Thursday, but Finance 
Minister Maureen MacDonald 
had to take some time off to get 
over an illness. 

He said he is now being 


briefed on the updated forecast 
of the government’s finances 
and expects to deliver it on be¬ 
half of MacDonald next week as 
acting finance minister. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil called on the govern¬ 
ment last week to release the 
update before it would nor¬ 
mally be scheduled to come 
out in September. 

“The people of Nova Scotia 
deserve to know the status of 


how their tax dollars are be¬ 
ing spent before they are asked 
to choose their next govern¬ 
ment,” he said in a statement. 

The NDP is in the fifth year 
of its mandate but doesn’t have 
to call an election until next 
year. The party won a majority 
government in June 2009. 

The government has made 
a number of campaign-style 
announcements recently and it 
made progress this week on a 


big issue that has been a polit¬ 
ical thorn in its side. 

Steele announced Tuesday 
that the province is entering 
into negotiations with a com¬ 
pany to revive a ferry service 
between Yarmouth and Maine. 
The government has been criti¬ 
cized for ending a subsidy for 
the ferry when the NDP first 
came to power. 

The government tabled a 
budget with a surplus of $16.4

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Sydney. Man convicted 
of kilhng his wife now 
working as doctor 


A former Halifax man who 
was convicted of second- 
degree manslaughter in 
the death of his wife has 
opened a medical practice 
in Sydney. 

Dr. Steven Hall began 
practising in Sydney just 
a few days ago, confirmed 
Rex Dunn., vice-president 
of medicine with the Cape 
Breton District Health Au¬ 
thority. 

Hall is a general prac¬ 
titioner with the Sydney 
Family Practice. 

Efforts by the Cape Bre¬ 
ton Post to reach Hall Thurs¬ 
day were unsuccessful. 

In 2010, Hall was sen¬ 
tenced to five years in pris¬ 
on in the death of his wife 
Isabel, who was a native of 
Sydney River. He served 31 
months before being grant¬ 
ed parole. 

Hall ran over his wife 
with a pontoon boat on Her¬ 
rington Lake in Kentucky in 
May 2009, as the couple was 
celebrating their 21st wed¬ 
ding anniversary. 

She died as a result of 
deep chop wounds to her 
head and left arm. Five 
years was the minimum 
sentence possible under 
Kentucky state law. 

Hall has maintained his 
innocence and unsuccess¬ 
fully appealed his convic¬ 
tion. He is originally from 
Halifax and a graduate of 
Dalhousie University med¬ 
ical school. 

Hall did not take the 
stand during his trial.

But the jury heard re¬ 
cordings of three separate 
police interviews during 
which he repeatedly said 
his wife’s death was an ac¬ 
cident before admitting to 
some incriminating actions 
at the end. 

On the tapes. Hall said 
he made an inappropri¬ 
ate remark about another 
woman’s breasts, sending 
his wife into a rage. She at¬ 
tacked him, clawed and bit 
his back, and he pushed her 
overboard. 

She was in the water in 
front of the boat screaming, 
“Help, he’s trying to kill 
me,” when he ran over her. 
Hall admitted to police. 

He maintained that he 
was going to help her but 
ran her over accidentally.

A clear, windy day helped 
carry the cheers of his 
fellow teammates to Jordan 
Bruce on Thursday, but the 
Dartmouth athlete said the 
weather didn’t exactly help 
his performance. 

Bruce, a 19-year-old Dal¬ 


housie University student, 
said he felt good going into 
the triple-jump finals and 
hoped to win gold, but had 
an “off day.” 

“It’s really windy down 
here, and I was missing my 
mark a little bit,” Bruce 
said over the phone from 
the Canada Games in Sher¬ 
brooke, Que. 

He finished with a 
14.79-metre distance, just 
three centimetres behind the 
golden Ontario athlete. 

“I had a few faults that 
were 15 metres-plus that 
would have taken gold,” 


Bruce said. “It sucks, like a 
slap in the face.” 

Although disappointed, 
Bruce said he was happy to 
take home silver and contrib¬ 
ute to Nova Scotia’s growing 
medal count, which totalled 
50 by Thursday night. 

This is Bruce’s first Can¬ 
ada Games experience, and 
he said the atmosphere has 
been great and his team¬ 
mates cheered him on during 
his event. 

“It’s definitely a lot easier 
to do well with the home 
crowd kind of thing going 
on,” Bruce said.

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‘Travelling criminals.’ 
Ontario woman charged 
for using fake IDs at bank 


A 42-year-old Ontario 
woman faces more than a 
dozen fraud-related char¬ 
ges after Halifax police say 
someone used a fake ID at 
several city banks. 

Officers were called to 
the Royal Bank on Quin- 
pool Road Wednesday after 
staff became suspicious of 
a customer. Police say the 
woman had a fake ID and 
was allegedly using it in 
an attempt to access an ac¬ 
count that didn’t belong to 
her. 

The woman was arrested 
at the scene, and after an 
investigation, police allege 
the woman had also de¬ 
frauded three other banks 
in the city during the same 
day.

Violence spread Thursday, 
with government buildings 
set afire near the Pyramids, 
policemen gunned down and 
scores of Christian churches 
attacked. As turmoil engulfed 
the country, the Interior Min- 
istiy authorized the use of 
deadly force against protest¬ 
ers targeting police and state 
institutions. 

The Muslim Brotherhood, 
trying to regroup after the as¬ 
sault on their encampments 
and the arrest of many of their 
leaders, called for a mass rally 
on Friday in a challenge to the 
government’s declaration of 
a nationwide state of emer¬ 
gency and a dusk-to-dawn 
curfew. 

At least 638 people were 
confirmed killed and nearly 
4,000 wounded in the violence 
sparked when riot police, 
backed by armoured vehicles 
and bulldozers, smashed the 
two sit-ins in Cairo where 
Morsi’s mainly Islamist sup¬ 
porters had been camped out 
for six weeks calling for his re¬ 
instatement.

Foreign Affairs Minister John 
Baird says he’s concerned 
about attacks on religious in¬ 
stitutions as deadly violence 
continues to flare in Egypt.

18 killed in Beirut car bombing 


A powerful car bomb tore 
through a busthng south Bei¬ 
rut neighbourhood that is a 
stronghold of Hezbollah on 
Thursday, killing at least 18 
and trapping dozens of others 
in an inferno of burning cars 
and buildings in the bloodiest 
attack yet on Lebanese civil¬ 
ians hnked to Syria’s civil war. 

The blast is the second in 
just over a month to hit one 
of the Shiite mihtant group’s 
bastions of support, and the 
deadhest in decades. It raises 
the spectre of a sharply div¬ 
ided Lebanon being pulled 
further into the conflict next 
door, which is being fought on 
increasingly sectarian lines pit¬ 
ting Sunnis against Shiites. 

Syria-based Sunni rebels 
and mihtant Islamist groups 
fighting to topple Syria’s 
President Bashar Assad have 
threatened to target Hezbol¬ 
lah strongholds in Lebanon 
in retahation for intervening 
on behalf of his regime in the 
conflict. 


Thursday’s explosion 
ripped through a crowded, 
overwhelmingly Shiite area 
tightly controlled by Hezbol¬ 
lah, turning streets lined with 
vegetable markets, bakeries 
and shops into scenes of de¬ 
struction. 

Dozens of ambulances 
rushed to the site of the ex¬ 
plosion and firefighters used 
cranes and ladders to tiy to 
evacuate terrified residents 
from burning buildings. Some 
fled to the rooftops of build¬ 
ings and civil defence workers 
were still strugghng to bring 
them down to safety several 
hours after the explosion. 

The blast appeared to be an 
attempt to sow fear among the 
group’s civihan supporters and 
did not target any known Hez¬ 
bollah facihty or figure. 

Hezbollah’s A1 Manar TV 
and Red Cross official George 
Kattaneh said the death toll 
was at least 18 and more than 
280 were wounded.

Canadian Pacific says it holds 
no financial responsibility for 
the Lac-Megantic disaster and 
is rejecting a legal demand by 
the Quebec government to 
help fund the cleanup of the 
devastated Quebec town. 

The railway has an¬ 
nounced that it will appeal 


the legal order. 

The news comes one day 
after the provincial govern¬ 
ment added CPR to a list 
of defendants that it says 
are responsible for paying 
for the massive mop-up in 
Lac-Megantic. 

“Canadian Pacific has re¬ 
viewed the notice. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, and law, CP is not 
responsible for this cleanup,” 
said railway spokesman Ed 
Greenberg. 

But Environment Minister 
Yves-Fran^ois Blanchet was 
quick to retort: “Under the 
law on environmental qual¬ 
ity, the minister does not ask 
for, or suggest, compensation 
... he orders it,” said Blanchet 
in a statement. 

The province says CPR 


handed off the train in Mont¬ 
real to the smaller Montreal, 
Maine & Atlantic Railway 
Ltd., which then operated 
the tanker train that jumped 
the tracks in Lac-Megantic on 
July 6. 

The disaster killed 47 
people and led to a mass 
evacuation in the community 
of 6,000. The derailment has 
since prompted a criminal in¬ 
vestigation, several lawsuits 
and concerns that locals may 
have to abandon the down¬ 
town core.

NASA gives up on fixing 
planet-hunting telescope 


NASA called off all attempts 
to fix its crippled Kepler space 
telescope Thursday, but it’s 
not quite ready to call it quits 
on the robotic planet hunter. 

Officials said they’re look¬ 
ing at what science, if any, 
might be salvaged by using 
the broken spacecraft as is. 

The $600-million Kepler 
mission has been in trouble 
since May, unable to point 
with precision at faraway 
stars in its quest for other po¬ 


tential Earths. 

That’s when a critical 
second wheel failed on the 
spacecraft. The first of four 
gyroscope wheels broke in 
2012. At least three are need¬ 
ed for precise pointing. 

Since it rocketed into 
space in 2009, Kepler has 
confirmed 135 exoplanets — 
planets outside our solar sys¬ 
tem. It’s also identified more 
than 3,500 candidate planets. 

NASA expects to know by 


year’s end whether the mis¬ 
sion is salvageable. Kepler 
is already on an extended 
quest; its prime, three-and- 
a-half-year mission ended in 
November. 

The spacecraft is 82 mil¬ 
lion kilometres from Earth, 
orbiting the sun. 

If nothing else, new dis¬ 
coveries are expected from 
data collected over the past 
four years.

lesbians in the face of a new 
anti-gay law in Russia. 

The Russian, who won her 
third world title Tuesday in 
front of a boisterous home 
crowd, came out in favour of 
the law that has drawn sharp 
criticism and led Western ac¬ 
tivists to call for a boycott of 
next year’s Winter Olympics in 


the Russian resort of Sochi. 

“If we allow to promote 
and do all this stuff on the 
street, we are veiy afraid 
about our nation because we 
consider ourselves like nor¬ 
mal, standard people,” Isin- 
bayeva, a two-time Ol3mipic 
champion, said in English. 
“We just live with boys with 
woman, woman with boys.” 

At least two Swedish ath¬ 
letes competed Thursday 


with their fingernails painted 
in rainbow colours at Luzh¬ 
niki Stadium. 

Emma Green Tregaro, who 
won a bronze medal at the 
2005 worlds, posted a picture 
of her fingers on Instagram, 
saying, “Nails painted in the 
colours of the rainbow.” She 
followed that with several 
hashtags, including “#pride” 
and “#moscow2013.”

Brazil. Three men get 
prison time for gang rape 
of American tourist 


A Rio de Janeiro court con¬ 
victed three men Thursday in 
the gang rape of an American 
woman aboard a public-tran¬ 
sit van that shocked Brazil 
and made headlines around 
the world. 

Judge Guilherme Schil¬ 
ling delivered the verdict 
Wednesday, sentencing 
20-year-old Jonathan Frou- 
dakis de Souza and 21-year- 
old Walace Aparecido de 
Souza Silva each to 49 years 
and three months in prison 
on rape, robbery and extor¬ 
tion charges. Carlos Arman¬ 
do Costa dos Santos, whose 
age was not given, was sen¬ 


tenced to 21 years and seven 
months in prison, while a 
minor detained in connec¬ 
tion with the rape has yet to 
be tried. 

A court statement on the 
decision said the attacks on 
the woman “in many in¬ 
stances were laced with sad¬ 
ism and complete disdain 
for the victim.” 

News of the case sparked 
widespread outrage, particu¬ 
larly after it emerged that 
the gang was suspected in 
previous attacks on Brazil¬ 
ian women that were largely 
uninvestigated.

New species in 
South America 

Imagine a mini-raccoon with 
a teddy-bear face that is so 
cute it's hard to resist, let 
alone overlook. But 
somehow science did — until 
now. 

Researchers announced 
Thursday a rare discovery of a 
new species of mammal 


called the olinguito. The 
reddish-brown animalis 
about two feet long with a 
long tail and weighs about 
two pounds. 

It belongs to a grouping of 
large creaturesthatinclude 
dogs, cats and bears. 

The critter leaps through 
the trees of mountainous 
forests of Ecuador and 
Colombia at night, according 


to a Smithsonian researcher 
who has spent the past 
decade tracking them. 

Outside experts said this 
discovery is not merely 
renaming something, but a 
genuine new species — with 
three new subspecies — and a 
significant find, the type that 
hasn't happened in about 35 
years.

The Butler did it, with his 
son, in the White House 


Movie review. 

Forest Whitaker’s 
performance, coupled 
with David Oyelowo’s 
work, keep historical 
drama from slipping 
into melodrama 


Richard: Steve, at the cen¬ 
tre of The Butler is Forest 
Whitaker’s remarkable per¬ 
formance, which skillfolly 
tempers the film’s tendency 
to veer into melodrama. He’s 
a dignified presence through¬ 
out, in a quiet performance 
that allows the character’s 
inner life to shine through. 
It’s all about the details. The 
way he strokes the tie Jackie 
Kennedy gave him after JFK’s 
assassination. The pained 
looked in his eye as he kicks 
his son out of the White 


House. They are small mo¬ 
ments that cut through the 
movie’s sweeping stoiy, keep¬ 
ing the whole thing ground¬ 
ed. 

Steve: It’s a nuanced per¬ 
formance that definitely 
helps counterbalance what 
could’ve become a melo¬ 
dramatic civil rights morality 
tale. Not only that, but it’s 
powerful because Whitaker 
and director Lee Daniels al¬ 
low us to see racism as an in¬ 
stitutionalized issue whereas 
most films on the topic sim¬ 
ply personalize it. As strong 
as the huge ensemble cast is 
though, there are a few dis¬ 
tracting duds. Besides sport¬ 
ing a waxy Pinocchio-like 
proboscis, was John Cusack 
even tiying to portray Ri¬ 
chard Nixon? 

RC: It’s almost as if Cusack 
is doing an impression of 


someone doing an impres¬ 
sion of Nixon. Perhaps they 
should have pulled Rich Little 
out of retirement to do the 
role. Nonetheless, Cusack 
does capture some of Tricky 
Dick’s oily desperation, but it 
is a surreal performance over¬ 
all. The casting of the other 
presidents — Robin Williams 
as Eisenhower, James Mars- 
den as JFK, Liev Schreiber as 
Johnson, and Alan Rickman 
as Reagan — feels stunty, but 
director Lee Daniels realizes 
the story isn’t theirs to tell 
and wisely keeps the focus 
on Gaines and family to tell 
this story. 1 thought David 
Oyelowo was terrific. You? 

SG: 1 thought Oyelowo pretty 
much stole the show — not 
easy considering he’s oppos¬ 
ite the likes of Whitaker and 
Oprah and plays the range of 
a butler’s disgruntled teen- 
aged son-turned civil rights 


radical to middle-aged Obama 
supporter. More to the point, 
Daniels’ may be most success¬ 
ful exploring the strained re¬ 
lationship between him and 
his straitlaced father. 

RC: Their strained relation¬ 
ship was pushed to the limit 
by the tone of the times. The 
overall timeline will be fam¬ 
iliar to anyone who’s ever 
watched the History Channel, 
but The Butler recounts the 
turbulent times through one 
man’s deeply divided family, 
bringing the story home with 
simple, first person stoiytell- 
ing. 

SG: To that end, Daniels sure¬ 
ly deserves some recognition. 
After all, it’s probably impos¬ 
sible to effectively wedge the 
civil rights issue into a two 
hour movie. At least The But¬ 
ler allows for a fascinating 
perspective.

How do you approach the 
idea of spoilers when the film 
is based on a popular book 
series? 

It’s so weird. 1 don’t know what 
1 can say and what 1 can’t say. 
It’s in a book, and it’s online. 
But then eveiyone’s saying, 
“Don’t remind them.” 1 don’t 
want to actively ruin the story 
for you. If you really wanted 
to know, you could totally find 
out, but I’m not going to be 
that person responsMe. 

You don’t get that with a 
movie made from an original 
screenplay. 

No, you don’t. Then you have 
to sign those confidentiality 


agreements, and that’s when 
it’s nice the forbidden fruit. 
When you’re not supposed to 
say something, that’s when 
you really, really want to say it. 
And then you just blurt it out 
without even knowing it. 

How much do you pay atten¬ 
tion to online fan discussions? 

1 think originally when 1 was 
cast 1 didn’t quite understand 
the scope of the films or the 
books, and then aU of a sudden 
aU of these websites blasted up, 
and Twitter and Facebook and 
eveiything, and 1 was hke, “Oh, 
it’s actually really big.” For 
eveiy positive comment you 
find, you’ll find five bad ones, 
so 1 really try to separate my¬ 
self. It’s exciting when people 
come up who are excited 
about things and that kind of 
gives me the extra drive to get 
through a long shooting day, 
but 1 think actively trying to 
find that stuflF will only end up 
bringing you negativity as well. 
It’s just not worth it. i^eady 
the articles aren’t great, and 
then the comments just bring 
you down even further. “like, 1 
was so excited and now you’ve 
just made me upset. Thanks.”

You see 
how important the story was 
to people at a certain time, 
especially a particular kind of 
male reader. 


You wrote this for years in sev¬ 
eral different cities. Did you ever 
think about moving on? 

I wrote a collection of short 
stories, and then shortly after 
that I moved to San Francisco, 
signed with my agent. We 
were hying to do a novel in 
stories, then when it didn’t 
seU, I actually moved to 
Montevideo, Uruguay. That’s 
where I wrote the bulk of the 
novel manuscript.

“If your police force, who are 
sworn to protect and serve, are killing each other in vats of 
water it says something about your city; it says something 
about your people.” 


Snatch, and more recently, 
roles in The Walking Dead and 
last year’s Guy Pearce-starring 
Lockout. James says he’s played 
many cops, but Geddes and 
his inner journey to salvation 
— not to mention this turn¬ 
around on the good-cop-bad- 
cop story — was a juicy role he 
rehshed. 

“The first step onto the road 
to redemption is a heinous act 
of violence, which for an actor 
is just gravy,” says James. “It’s

Detective Joe Geddes is a man 
who is finding himself in more 
ways than one. The new AMG 
cop drama. Low Winter Sun, 
pairs Geddes, played by Eng¬ 
hsh actor Lennie James, with 
feUow Detroit detective, Frank 
Agnew, played by feUow Brit 
actor Mark Strong (Green Lan¬ 
tern, Zero Dark Thirty). 

The twosome murders a 
corrupt colleague, leaving Ged¬ 
des searching to regain his 
moral centre — but alas, he 
and Agnew are assigned to find 
the murderer.

After winning 
entertainer of the 
year, the newly-minted 
superstar is defying 
conventional thinking 


Luke Biyan has taken an un¬ 
usual approach to the busi¬ 
ness side of his career since 
winning the Academy of 
Countiy Music’s entertainer 
of the year in April: He’s turn¬ 
ing down almost eveiything. 

Rather than cashing in on 
his win and successful ACM 
co-hosting gig with Blake 
Shelton, countiy music’s 
newest platinum-selling, 
arena-filling star has decided 
to leave sacks of money on 
the table, ignore television 
and double down on the live 
performances that have got¬ 
ten him this far. Even Bryan 
can’t believe he’s doing it, but 
his logic is pretty unassail¬ 
able. 

“It’s my first year in,” the 
37-year-old Georgia native 
said. “1 won entertainer of the 


year and 1 ain’t really been an 
entertainer yet, or what the 
definition of that is. 1 had 
the same feelings when 1 was 
asked to co-host with Blake. 
1 turned the ACMs down the 
first time.” 

Biyan’s eventual change 
of heart paid off by helping 
him pull in the fan votes 
needed to win one of country 
music’s biggest awards. It was 
one of the most surprising 
upsets in the history of the 
ACMs — his competition in¬ 
cluded Shelton, Taylor Swift 
and Jason Aldean. The award 
is usually given to established 
performers at the top of the 
genre. They’re not only sell¬ 
ing oodles of albums, but also 
headlining arena- and sta¬ 
dium-sized shows and repre¬ 
senting country music in a 
positive way to the world — 
and they’ve been doing it for 
years. Biyan was just moving 
into that group. He reached 
platinum status with 2011’s 
Tailgates & Tanlines, and this 
week releases Crash My Party, 
expected to be the year’s top¬ 
selling countiy album. He’s 
been greeted with sellouts at 


his first arena tour this sum¬ 
mer. Turns out the fans who 
voted for him back in April 
decided it would be OK if the 
cart arrived at the same time 
as the horse. 

Biyan wants to cement 
that place in countiy music. 


“I’m getting really, really 
amazing TV opportunities 
where it’s quite lucrative fi¬ 
nancially and it would have 
been stuff in different pub¬ 
lic spotlights,” Biyan said. 
“I can’t believe I’m turning 
them down, but when I hud¬ 


dle up with my core group of 
people and think about it, I 
think it’s neat to just handle 
the headlining right now. I 
don’t think I’m savvy enough 
as a headliner to start taking 
it for granted.”

Mix until just com¬ 
bined. Pour over the brownie 
cake and with a wet knife

5 . To make the icing: Blend 
all the icing ingredients in 
a blender or food processor 
until smooth. If too thick, add 
a few drops of water. Spread 
on cake once cool, and serve.

Wine drinkers might turn up 
their noses at a cold can of 
beer. And beer drinkers might 
have zero interest in a tall glass 
of cabernet. 

But this can change, prom¬ 
ises certified wine educator 
Jim Laughren. Constantly 
asked by women how to inter¬ 
est boyfriends and husbands in 
opening a great bottle of wine 
instead of cracking a beer at 
the end of a long day, he auth¬ 
ored A Beer Drinker’s Guide 
to Knowing and Enjoying Fine 
Wine. 

He is sure the two drink¬ 


ing camps have something in 
common. “Wine drinkers can 
be just as bad as beer drink¬ 
ers in their reluctance to cross 
the barrier,” he says. But he’s 
hoping both can taste the 
other side. How do you tug 
someone toward trying some¬ 
thing new? 


Tips 


• Fine a new taste. The rule: 
Assess the palate. Does 
someone enjoy black 
coffee, coffee with cream 
and sugar or no coffee at 
all? “That tells you a lot 
about someone's palate,” 
Laughren says. For example, 
someone drawn to a lighter 
drink probably wants to 
try something light on the 
other side of the equation. 


• Wine suggestions for beer 
lovers. 

Light lager lovers: cava, sau- 


vignon blanc or a light red 
such as a Rioja crianza 

I PA or stout fans: brunello, 
Syrah, carmenere or a 
Bordeaux 


• Beer suggestions for wine 
lovers. 

Red wine fans: saisons, 
doppelbocks and Belgian 
strong ales 

White wine fans: wheat 
beers, pilsners and brown 
ales 


“You should appeal to their 
adventurousness,” he says. 
Wine drinkers in particu¬ 
lar might not reahze all that 
goes into beer making — just 
as much complexity as wine 
making, Laughren promises. 

Adds Kevin Faerkin, som- 


meher and general manager 
at the Grand Central Oyster 
Bar in New York City, “Gener¬ 
ally if people say, T don’t hke 
beer,’ 1 would guarantee that 
they haven’t run the gamut of 
all the different kinds of beer 
there are in the world.”

Fans hoping to get a clearer 
picture of why Daniel Al- 
fredsson left the Ottawa 
Senators for the Detroit Red 
Wings may never get the an¬ 
swers they’re looking for, but 
it appears money played a ma¬ 
jor role in the decision. 

Speaking to reporters 
in Ottawa on Thursday, Al- 
ffedsson admitted contract 
negotiations — or lack there¬ 
of — were a big factor in his 
choice to sign with the Red 
Wings as a free agent on 
July 5 rather than remain 
with the only NHL team he’s 
ever played for. 


The 40-year-old former Ot¬ 
tawa captain explained that 
his last contract had been 
structured under the assump¬ 
tion he would retire before 
the final year of the deal, 
which was for $1 million US. 

“When 1 did my last con¬ 
tract for four years ending 
in the (2012-13) season, 1 was 
asked to help the team man¬ 
age the salaiy cap by adding 
on an extra year to my con¬ 
tract.

Ontario high-jumper 
joins two other 
Canucks with medals at 
world championships 


Derek Drouin wanted every¬ 
one to know his Olympic 
bronze medal last summer was 


no fluke. 

He sent that message loud 
and clear Thursday at the 
world track and held cham¬ 
pionships, capturing another 
bronze in men’s high jump 
and setting a Canadian record 
in the process. 

The native of Corunna, Ont., 
cleared 2.38 metres to finish 
behind Bohdan Bondarenko of 
Ukraine, who won gold with a 
jump of 2.41. Mutaz Essa Bar- 


shim of Qatar took silver in 
2.38, while reigning Olympic 
champion Ivan Ukhov of Rus¬ 
sia finished fourth at 2.35. 

“1 wanted to prove this year 
that 1 deserved to be on the 
podium in London 2012, feels 
good to have accomphshed 
that goal,” Drouin said. 

Drouin’s bronze at the Lon¬ 
don Olympics was the lone 
Canadian medal in track and 
held last summer, but he has 


company in Moscow. Decath- 
lete Damian Warner (bronze) 
and heptathlete Brianne The- 
isen-Eaton (silver) have also 
been on the podium at the 
world championships. 

Matthew Hughes of Osh- 
awa, Ont., also broke a Can¬ 
adian record, placing sixth in 
the 3,000-metre steeplechase 
in 8:11.64.
